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A many perſons have incurred penalties and forfeitures, under 
the different Acts of Parliament made againſt ſmuggling, for 
want of thoſe laws being properly underſtood and made known, and. 
many others may, through ignorance of the Act paſſed in the laſt ſeſſion, 
for the more effeCtually preventing thoſe pernicious practices, render 
themſelves liable to ſtill greater penalties, it ſeems highly neceſſary that 
the penal laws ſhould be ſo explained and univerſally made known, 
that the conſequences reſulting from a breach of them, may become 
evident to the meaneſt capacity; for laws unknown to the people, 
are no laws at all; and laws known only to a few, and unknown to 
the many, are little better than traps and ſnares for the ſport or 
emolument of the crafty deſigning few, wherein to catch the un- 
wary, uninformed, and r innocent individuals, erring by 
miſtake. 
With this view therefore, and in W to prevent as much as 
poſſible, the ill conſequences that muſt enſue, not only to indivi- 
duals, but to the public at large, from perſons ſtill continuing 
ignorant and uninformed, and as a warning to thoſe who know=- 
ingly continue in the practice of that illicit traffick, this abſtract is 
now printed; and more eſpecially as the information to be gathered 
from hence, will, to many readers, be much greater than from the 
acts themſelves, which being unavoidably couched in a repetition of 
law.terms, muſt of courſe render them leſs intelligible. 

Therefore, when all poflible care ſhall have been taken to fore- 
warn individuals of their danger, and to diſſuade them from thoſe 
pernicious practices which muſt unayoidably lead them into it, it 
is to be hoped that the law will no longer be a dead letter or uſe- 
leſs form, but that a very powerful aſſociation may be formed, to 
employ proper means throughout the whole kingdom, to watch the 
motions of ſmugglers of every denomination, and to inform again, 
and bring them to condign puniſhment. 

The practice of ſmuggling has of late years, made ſuch rapid and 
kieaatie ſtrides from the ſea coaſts, into the very heart of the,

a. pervading every city, town and village, as to hive 
brought univerſal diſtreſs upon the fair traders, from the moſt opu- 
lent and reſpectable, even to the ſmalleſt ſhopkeeper, and requires 
the united efforts of every honeſt man to aim at the ſuppreſſion 
of it ; foreign ſtates having been enriched at the expence of this coun- 
try, and the deſtruction of many fair traders, as will evidently 
appear by the following ſtatements *, 
There are at Scheidam, in Holland, one boadred and twenty-five 
malt diſtillers, who make annually three millions eight hundred and 
ſixty-ſeven thouſand five hundred gallons of Geneva, the greateſt 
part of which is ſmuggled into England. 
Theſe diſtilleries conſume weekly, three thouſand five es quar- 
ters of corn, to the great benefit of their ſhipping and all other traders. 
There has been lately ſet up, at Dunkirk, a very conſiderable malt- 
diſtillery for making Geneva for the Engliſh ſmugglers, as they have 
no other means of ſale; all corn-ſpirits are prohibited to be uſed 
n the French dominions in favour of their brandies. | 
In Sweden, there have been newly ſome conſiderable diſtilleries 
fixed to ſupply the Scotch ſmugglers, who have a large trade 
with them at Gottenburgh, The States of Holland, in order to 
prevent their loſs of ſo beneficial a trade as the corn diſtillery, pro- 
hibited the exportation of any utenſils uſed in that branch. 
There being no duty on ſpirits, or the malt, they can afford 
their Geneva at one ſhilling and four-pence per gallon ; and our 
ſmugglers {ell it ſo low as to encourage great numbers of people to 
fell it by retail without licences, who entice ſervants, and the lower 
fort of people, to drunkenneſs and debauchery, to the great in- 
_ creaſe of the poor-rates. Since the high duties on ſpirits in Eng- 
land, the demand for French Brandies has been ſo large, as to raiſe 
the prices double. 
There are twelve ſhips, of two hundred tons burden each, em- 
ploy ed at Guernſey, to fetch Rums from St. Croix, a Daniſh iſland; 
there are allo great quantities of rums ſmuggled from Dunkirk and 
Holland; not leſs than fix thouſand puncheons annually. If a 
ſtop were put to the contraband importation of ſpirits, the conſump- 
tion of Weſt-India Rum would be double the preſent importation a 
the leaſt, 
The French! import annually five or fix millions of pounds of Tea, 
the greateſt part of which is ſmuggled into England, (as the French 
conſume very little) beſide which our ſmugglers buy large quantities of 
Leas at the ſales in Holland, Gottenburgh and Copenhagen; conſe- 
quently the ſmuggling of Teas muſt be immenſe; it is therefore

There are many thouſands of filk-weavers, and ately of 
Thread and black and blond Silk Laces, in the counties of Bucking- 
ham, Bedford, Northampton, Hertford, Devon, and Wilts, out of 
employ, owing in a great meaſure to the ſmuggling of Silke, Calli- 
coes, and Laces ; 3 who, if a ſtop was put to the ſruggling trade, 
would ſoon again find employment, 

The great trade at Dunkirk is moſtly carried on by ſmugglers, 
and finds employment for foreign ſhipping and all trades depen- 
dent thereon*, In the year 1777, two millions five hundred thouſand 
gallons of Geneva were ſmuggled from Dunkirk alone. 

There are many thouſand of ſailors employed in this illicit traflick, 
moſt of whom are victualled and cloathed, and their veſſels repaired 
in foreign countries, who would otherwiſe become fiſhermen, and 
uſeful members of the community, thereby greatly enriching the ſea 
coaſts, training up a hardy race of ſailors and enabling the fea ports, 
as heretofore, to aſſiſt the ſtate in furniſhing both ſhips and men; 
but ſo long as that pernicious practice continues, ſo long will the 
pariſh rates remain high and a burthen upon the fair dealer, and 
the ſea ports be unable to afford any real aſſiſtance, 

The ſmuggling cutters, are not only large, full of men and well 
armed, but ſo well conſtructed for failing, that ſeldom one of 
them is captured in a year, and thoſe which are taken are fre- 
quently permitted to depart, with the loſs only of a part of 
their cargoes, as an additional encouragement for them to continue 

the ſame. trade; this conduct is productive of many inconveniencies, 
and particularly to the farmer, who in many places near the ſea, is 
unable to find hands to do his work, whilſt great numbers are em— 
ployed in removing ſmuggled goods from one part of the country to 
another. 

The ſmugglers pay for the articles which they buy either 1n caſh, 
or by the illicit exportation of Engliſh wool, (uo other articles of any 
conſequence being carried abroad by them) an injury to the ſtaple 
commodity of this kingdom of fo ſerious a nature, as to call on the 
united efforts of every well-wiſher to his country, to join in the ſup- 
preſſion of it. WE 

The adulteration of Teas, both by and for ſmugglers, oreatly 
promotes the collufive ſeizures and ſales, ſo juſtly complained of, 
the loſs of ſuch teas being of little concern to any. 

As it is certain, upon a moderate calculation, that the revenue is 
now defrauded more than twenty-three hundred thouſand pounds

- rived to a height unprecedented in this or (perhaps) in any other 


nation in Europe? Conſequently the quantity and value of different 
articles thus illicitly imported muſt be immenſe ; and, as they are paid 
for either in ſpecie, or by ſmuggling of wool, which is worſe; this 
traffic muſt greatly enrich the French, and other nations, and gradu- 
ally impoveriſh this; and, while the fair traders are obliged to ſuſ- 


tain various taxes to ſupply ſo great a deficiency in the revenue, 
they are deprived of their trade by a banditti, who are become 


a terror to the king's officers, and a peſt to the community; 
ſeventy of them having (frequently) been ſeen aſſembled together 
on horſe-back at one place, a ſort of open rebellion highly incon- 
fiſtent with, and greatly reproachful to, civil government,—Thoy, 
ſands, (as before hath been obſerved,) who would otherwiſe be 
employed in fiſhing, agriculture, &c. to the emolument of this king. 
dom, are now ſupported in drunkenneſs, rioting, and debauchery, by 
this iniquitous traffic; a traffic obviouſly productive of ſo nume- 
rous a train of evils, that prudence, common honeſty, decency, order, 
and civil government, unitedly cry loudly for redreſs. 
The foregoing are the principal and moſt notorious practices of 
theſe illegal traders that can be procured from the beſt authority 
from thc ifferent ſea-ports and towns in the kingdom; and 
are ſo numerous, and carried on to ſuch an extent, that they are not 
only highly detrimental to the trade and commerce of this country, 
but alſo occaſion a loſs, on Tea alone, to the revenue, of no leſs 
than 700, oool. per ann, e .

iven why a maſter of a veſſel ſhould be duly cautious not only nat to offend him- 
elf, but alſo to ſee that none of his ſervants offend, is, the danger he is in of loſing 
his veſſel from his neglect in this reſpect; for if any Tea, or Spirituous Liquors,

And it 
ſeems to be the intent of the ſeveral aſſociations formed againſt ſmuggling, in order 
to prevent the illicit practice as much as poſſible, to diſperſe hand-bills in all the 
ſea-ports, that the ſailors cabin-boys, and others, may be informed how much it is 
become their intereſt to make diſcoveries of offences againſt the above act, and 
that they ſhall be legally aſſiſted by the aſſociations in obtaining the rewards they 
may become entitled to by making ſuch diſcoveries ; which aſſociations manifeſt 
great public ſpirit, and ought to meet with that countenance and approbation 
which other aflociations of the ſame kind (for inſtance, thoſe againſt horſe-ſtealing 
and fowl-ſtcaling in the county of Norfolk, and that in London againſt ſwindlers) 
have experienced: and as the principal view of the aſſociations againſt ſmuggling, 
is the promulgating of the laws, that they may be duly feared, in order to the pre- 
vention of offences, which is a far more cfirable object than the puniſhing of the 
offenders, it is to be hoped that they will find that univerſal encouragement and 
ſupport, which they ſeem to merit from all real patriots and lovers of this coun- 
try; for unleſs the national evil of ſmuggling, already arrived to an alarming 
heighth, be ſuppreſſed, if poſſible, or at leaſt greatly checked in its rapid progres, 

it may, in the end, by draining this kingdom of its wealth in ſpecie, and thereby

Ignorance, or Intereſt, hath induced many to treat the ſubject of 
adulterating tea, with apparent diſbelief, or contempt; and as 
if almoſt chimerical.— That tea is genuine when delivered by 
the Eaſt-India Company, is doubtleſs true, but that it is very 
eaſy to be, and very often is adulterated afterwards, is alſo as 
true, and well known to many; the wicked art of altering tea, 
that is, changing bohea into green tea, by ſome chemical pre 
paration, ſeems to have been diſcovered, and practiſed before 
the year 1725, altering tea being made penal by the Act of 
Parliament made in that year: And that the leaves of tea that 
have been uſed have many years been collected, bought up,
